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WEEKLY REVIEW OF 


WAR SITUATION 


To-day. 


THE WEEKLY REVIEW of the war situation was given 
from Daventry last evening by the B.B.C. military ex- 


pert, Capt. Cyril Falls. 


Capt. Falls first spoke of Finland. Many peaple, he said, had 
been too quick to throw their hats in the air over news 


-of Finnish victories, and were 


too pessimistic view. 

For over a week the Russians had 
been making strong attacks‘on the 
Mannerheim Line, using sledges push~ 
ed or towed by tanks. an 

The Russians had suffered excep- 
tionally heavy losses and latest des- 
patches showed that the attack was 
becoming less heavy. 

There had been a statement that 
the Russians had dented the Manner- 
heim Line near Summa; there was no 
Proof or any reason to fear a break- 
through. The Mannerheim Line, was 
many miles deep and a Russian lodg- 
ment in the outpost zone meant little. 

GREATER DANGER 

A greater danger was the strain to 
which the Finns were being subject- 
ed. It was obviops Finland could not 
hope to hold out for more than a few 
months without external aid. 

This aid was now materialising 
{rom many sources, and volunteers 
were arriving from Scandinavia; yet 
Finland required more ald urgently. 

Capt. Falls next referred to the 
fact that the British press had not 


. _been __allowed. to mention weather 


ty 


conditions in the British Isles. 

He referred to the freezing over 
of the Thames and the sea around 
our coasts, ews of which was 
withheld for a considerable time. 
One reason for this was that though 

the Germans could estimate weather 
conditions in the British Isles they 
could not know the particular condi- 
tions in any one place. 

WEATHER IMPORTANCE 

They did not know wind velocity, 
clouds, . visibility or how the detend- 
ing aitcraft were h i ie 

The temperature of the air and 
barometric pressure, the velocity and. 
direction of the wind, were all fac- 
tors used in ranging artillery. 

This was known a long time ago 
but it was not applied unti} the mid- 
dle of the last war. During the Bat- 
tle of: the Somme, our meteorological 
‘experts ‘sent out circular mezsages two 
or three times a day, giving informa- 
tion on the weather and_ predicting 


' ~ ¢hanges. ~~ 


- These were obtained by collating 
information from several meteorolo- 
gical stations. 
~ The Germans did the same thing, 
but as the prevailing weather {s 
mainly from west to east, they were 
handicapped by a lack of information 
on which to base their prophecies. 
Weather conditions could make a 


difference of 25 to 100 yards to the j.

LORD TWEEDSMUIR, the Governor-General of Ca- 
nada, Is dead, the news coming as a profound 
shock to Canada, Britain and the Empire shortly 
after 8.30 a.m. (H.K. time) to-day. 

Fears had been expressed since the issue of a bulletin, 
signed by the five doctors in attendance at the Neuro- 
logical Institute, Montreal, stating that he had. suf- 
fered a relapse, but @ later intimation that prepara- 
tions were being made for a third operation and a 
blood transfusion: afforded premafure relief. 


Lord Tweedsmuir, famous through- 
out the world as John’Buchan, author 
of the Hannay stories, as well of 
numerous historical and biographical 
works, had been Governor-General of 
Canada since 1935 and had endeared 
himself to the Dominion by his sin- 
cere interest In everything Canadian. 

He took many tours of the differ- 
ent parts of the country and one of 
12,000 miles into the bleak North- 
West was the longest such tour ever 
undertaken by a Governor-General. 

He was an ardent advocate of 
closer Anglo-American relations, 
and made this friendship the 
theme of many speeches dietin- 
guished both for thelr admirable 
form and thoughtful content. He 

made the first official visit of a 

Canadian Governor-General to the 

President of the United States, 

and he welcomed and entertained 

the first King and Queen of 

Canada to tour the Dominion. 

DISTINGUISHED STATESMAN 

A distinguished statesmen, he was 
n trustee of the Pilgrim Trust, Hon. 
LL.D. of a dozen universities, Pre- 
sident of the Scottish History Society 
and Chancellor of the University. of 
Edinburgh. 

During the war, he was first an 
officer with G.H.Q. in France and 
later Director of Information under 
the Prime Minister. 

He was born in August 1875.

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AN TO FINLAND 
FINNS’ LACK OF 
WAR MATERIAL 


(By Our Special Correspondent in Finland, Leland Stowe) 


Helsinki, To-day. 


IN TWO MONTHS of magnificent fighting and first class 
defensive generalship, Finland’s gallant little army of 
three hundred thousand has fought to.a standstill four 
Red Army corps which are greatly superior in number 


and physical equipment. 


In the opinion of foreign military observers, the Finns have 
dealt a tremendous blow to the prestige of the huge Red 
army. They have also demonstrated their ability to 
defeat the Reds even at two-to-one or three-to-one odds. 

Actually the Finns have shown their capacity to give Bol- 
shevism the greatest and most fateful set-back in its 
history — perhaps to administer the blows which would 
lead to an eventual collapse of the Soviet dictatorship. 


But these consequences can only 
emerge from a complete Finnish vic- 
tory, and this outcome ts conditional 
on two vital factors. The Finns can- 
not win unless they receive all the 
war material they need — large and 
constant supplies of all kinds, of guns 
and munitions and especially aero- 
planes. Replacements for the Finnish 
Army will become an_ increasingly 
grave problem as the war drags on 
{nto the springtime, which will cer- 
tainly bring hundreds of thousands of 
fresh Red troops Into combat. 

MAY BLEED TO DEATH 

Thus, the Finniah people may bleed 
to death for the lack of war materia! 
and manpower. But no one who 
lives with these people and feels the 
white flame of thelr spirit can doubt 
that they will fight to the last. Nor 
can anyone doubt the Incalculable 
psychological effect that another bri- 
gade of International volunteers might 
have on the final outcome of this war 
or contribute towards saving all 8can- 
dinavia as well as Finland from 
Bolshevisation. 

As things now stand, however, the 
embottled Finns can only hope for 
ald of some sort from citizens of the 
democratic countries. With many 
Finns this faith and hope fs almost 
naively based on the belief that “They 
cannot let Bolshevism destroy our 
democracy.” 

But other Finns are far more real- 
istic as they fight against overwhelm- 
ing odds. I have seen a letter from 
a sixteen-year old Finnish boy who 
is @n army dispatch rider carrying 
messages on skis through the danger- 
ous frontline districts on the eastern 
front. He wrote home in his fashion: 
“I don’t count on any outside help, 
but if it comes, then I will know .that 
all decency is not gone out of this 
world of barbarism. . 


PREPARED TO DIE 


The Finns tight on, but as one 
Finnish woman said to me the other 
day: “It would take so little to save 
us, but nobody will do it, so we must 
prepare to die.” 

These are the thoughts which tor- 
ment Finnish minds and hearts to- 
day. Yet there is no slackening of 
effort by soldiers and civilians. Nor 
is there any abandonment to despair. 
One of the last Finnish army com- 
muniques revealed details of the 
fierce battle on the other or eastern 
side of the Karelian Isthmus, where 
Lake Suvanto, which stretches for 
miles lke an unusually broad river, 
forms a natural front line for the 
Finns. At both ends and at the mid- 
dle of Lake Suvanto the Red infan- 
try, supported by tanks, artillery and 
bombers, attempted -to force its way. 
across the frozen lake. At four dif- 
ferent points the . Russians were 
driven back and the Finnish Com- 
mand declares that they left seven 
hundred killed on the ice. The Finns 
captured five infantry guns, sixteen 
machine-guns - and. five - quickfiring.

In the Lake Suvanto battle 
the Reds were attempting to capture 
Haitermaa, Sakkola, Koija and 
Volossula—all of which are on the 
northern shores of the lake, but they 
have everywhere failed to gain a foot- 
hold. 

What might be called the first main 
fortifications of the Mannerheim Line 
are now everywhere engaged. 

TANK TRAPS 

Behind them, however, the Finns 
have constructed line after line of 
tank traps, obstacles made of huge 
boulders, and artillery emplacements. 
in addition thoy have cut swathes 
through deep forests so that the at- 
tacking troops will be exposed in the 
open spaces to concentrated fire. 

All these types of defences are be- 
ing constantly increased and deepen- 
ed across the whole northern half of 
the isthmus which is held by the 
Finns. 

Meanwhile on the eastern and 
Lappland fronts the Soviets continue 
to meet with reverses. Heavy snows 
and bitter cold weather are inflicting 
severe hardships on ‘the ill-clad Bol- 
shevist invaders, and their losses in 
men are reliably reported to be very 
heavy. 
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Helsinki, To-day,

Congress, said Lord Zetland, refus- 
ed to co-operate as Britain was un- 
able to declare in precise terms In- 
dia’s independence. 


FALSE IMPRESSION 


He was convinced the use of the 
word “independence” created a false 
impression. While the vast majority 
of Indians wanted independence he 
was sure they did not wish to leave 
the orbit of the British Common- 
wealth, 

Meanwhile the leading Hindu or- 
ganisation in India outside the Con- 
gress Party has made an offer to 
help solve the problem. 

The organisation has passed a 
resolution saying: “In a spirit of 
responsive co-operation we are 
ready to give consideration to the 
Viceroy’s proposals.” 

The resolution adds that the Hindus 
are of opinion that the . communal 
problem should be referred to the 
League of Nations.—Reuter.

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OWN BOMB WRECKS 
U-BOAT’S ATTACKER 


An R.A.F, pilot who attacked a 
U-boat, missed it by 20ft. with his 
first bomb, wrecked his own ‘plane 
with the blast of his second, and was 
captured by the submarine, tells his 
dramatic story in a letter from a war 
prisoners’ camp in Germany. His 
father has been presented to the 
King and congratulated on his son's 
exploit, according to the “Daily Mail.” 

The pilot was first reported “miss- 
ing, presumed dead.” His letter 
reads:— 

“I wag taken prisoner while on a 
bombing raid. I went out in. my ma- 
chine to look for the submarine, which 
was supposed to have sunk one of 
our merchant ships. 

“Three machines went out, and I 
searched for the submarine but failed 
to find it, and started back to the 
ship. 

BOMBED AT LOW HEIGHT 

“My observer, however, suddenly 
shouted to.me, ‘There’s a merchant 
ship on the horizon; Iet’s look at 
her,’ . 

“Well, it was about 20 miles away, 
but we went. When we were almost 
on top of it my chap said, ‘Go low 
so that I can see her name.’ 

“Suddenly, just as I got alongside 
the ship, 1 spotted a submarine on 
the far side. Up I went, but the 
submarine had already half sub- 
merged, leaving me no time to get 
to n safe height to bomb from. So 
I took a chance and bombed frum a 
low height to secure a hit. 

HAD TO SWIM 

“My first bomb missed by about 
20ft. I hit the sea at 200 m.p.h. in 
a steep dive and went. straight down 
without stopping. 

"T tried to get out of the cockpit, 
but was jammed in a stuck roof. When 
I was almost out of breath I managed 
to break free and come to the surface. 

“My observer, however, was killed 
at once. I never saw him again, 
though I looked for him. 

“I then found that I was nearly a 
mile away from the merchant ship, 
in icy cold water, with flying clothes 
on and not a little knocked about. 
Somehow I got there and clamber- 
ed aboard. 

“A few minutes later up came the 
submarine and we were taken pri- 
soners. The ship was torpedoed al- 
most at once and once more we were 
submerged. We also had to swim to 
the submarine. 

“Well,- we- spent -a@ fortnight. .on 
that submarine before finally return- 
ing to Germany. We were then lodg- 
ed at the local gaol for a fortnight, 
followed by a forthnight 
elsewhere and then moved to this 
place.”

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U.S. AMBASSADOR 
ON “MISSION — 


TO CHUNGKING 


A denial that his trip to Chungking has any other signi- 
ficance than that of an Ambassador returning to the 
capital of the country to which he is accredited was 
made by Mr. Nelson T. Johnson, United States Am- 
bassador to China, during the course of one of his 
rare interviews to the Press, given this morning in 


the American Consulate. 


Asked whether reports published in 
certain morning newspapers that he 
is going to Chungking for a confer- 
ence with the British and French 
Ambassadors — in which the Wang 
Ching-wei regime and the opening of 
the Yangtze and Pearl Rivers were to 
be among the topics of discussion — 
were correct, Mr. Johnson, when he 
had recovered from his amusement, 
said:— 


“The newspapers all. along the 
Coast have been very much occupied 
with who I was going to see and what 
I was going to do, and some of them 
seem to know a great deal more than 
I do! I am going back to Chungking, 
where I have lived for many years, 
and where I have my home. 

“Of course, I shall probably be see- 
ing all my colleagues, but I am not 
going there for the purpose of carry- 
ing on any negotiations, conversations, 
or anything else. I am going there to 
live the common or garden life of an 
Ambassador in the capital of the State 
to which he is accredited.” 


TIME’S CHANGES 


Asked by .a Japanese pressman if 
he found conditions in North China 
changed much, he replied:—‘'Yes, of 
course, but time brings changes of all 
kinds. I even found that I was get- 
ting older!” 

He was unable to give any informa- 
tion about the progress of the pro- 
posed Wang Ching-wei regime, but 


INTERPORT 
BOWLING? 


Shanghai, February 7.—A telegra- 
phic interport ten-pins meet is being 
considered by the Shanghai Bowling 
Congress and letters have been sent 
to Pelping, Tientsin, Hong ~ Kong, 
Manila and Cavite. Replies have 
been received from the Manager of 
the Hong Kong Bowling Alleys and 
from the Secretary of the American 
Club at Tientsin requesting further 
particulars, Yesterday, the Hon. Se- 
cretary of the Shanghal Bowling Con- 
gress sent them proposed rules and 
regulations for their approval. — 
N.C.D.N.

on being asked whether the United 
States was likely to recognise any 
such regime, replied quictly: — “I 
doubt it.’ : 

In reply to an American’ corres- 
pondent who said that he had receiv- 
ed complaints from tea traders in 
New York that, as a result of China’s 
barter agreement with Soviet Russia, 
local exports of tea were going to 
Russia instead of to America, he said 
that he had not heard anything about 
this — “but they’re still drinking tea, 
there, aren’t they?” 


Asked about his Yangtze trip, Mr. 
Johnson said that he visited Nanking, 
Chingkiang, Wuhu, Anking, Kiu- 
kiang, Hankow and two smaller ports. 
He could not say much about the trip, 
save that his chief interest was to see 
the various Americans living in those 
ports, and he saw all of them. 

“J don’t know anything I can say 
about them. They were all hard at 
work at whatever they were doing.” 


“PEACE OFFENSIVES” 


In response to a question about 
America’s possible participation in 
“peace offensives” in Europe and the 
East, Mr. Johnson said that all he 
knew about these was what he “read 
in the newspapers.” 


There was no doubt, of course, that 
everyone wanted peace. But the 
question was, how were they going 
to get it? 

Mr. Johnson is leaving Hong Kong 
in a day or two for Haiphong and 
Hanoi. He will travel from Hanoi 
to Kunming by rail, and thence to 
the capital by car. He described the 
Kunming-Chungking route as consist- 
ing of “good roads, pleasant com- 
pany, and good food.” 


Asked if he was going to give no- 
tice of his intention to travel by rail 
from Hanoi to Kunming, he replied:-— 
“T- don't see why I should.” —-~- 

When it was pointed out that there 
had been one or two “accidents” on 
this route in the past, he said that 
there were also accidents when one 
crossed the road. lf one stopped to 
give prior notice to every motorist, 
one would soon tind that one was un- 
able to cross the street. 

“Tt do not expect any accidents,” he 
concluded.

“TORCH MURDER

MYSTERY | 


N Feb. 24, 1929, police found the 
partly burned remains of a wo- 
man on a road near Cranford, N. J. 
From all appearances she’ had been 
burned at the stake. Tne body was 
so horribly disfigured that recognition 
seemed impossible. At the outset of 
the inquiry into the “torch murdcr,” 
as it became popularly known, au- 
thorities found themselves facing a 
blank wall. 

That it was ever solved and the 
perpetrator given a taste of “Jersey 
Justice’ is due mainly to three men 

Frank B. Welsh, assistant prosecu- 
tor of Union County; John A. Gala- 
tian, Chief of County Detectives, and 
Chief of Police Hennessy of Cranford. 
Before the sun sect they had found 
three distinguishing details about the 
mangled remains: 

The woman wore a ring on a crook- 
ed finger. 

A metal brace In her shoe wae of a 
particular make. 

She had an unusual kind of dental 
work. 

The description was flashed to the 
police of all of the important cities of 
the country. In the course of time 
word came from Washington, D. C., 
that a woman possessing these peculi- 
arities was missing. Her name was 
Mrs. Mildred Mowry and she was a 
widow. 

The scene of the investigation as 
transferred to the Capital and after 
long and labourious digging it was 
found that Mrs. Mowry had been re-

ceiving attentions from a man who 
called himself Dr. Henry Colin Camp- 
bell. He was supposed to be a per- 
-son of means. The two of them left 
Washington one day and never re- 
turned. 


MARRIED—BUT TWICE 


But their movements were traced 
with infinite care and it was later 
proven that they had been married 
in Elkton, Md., on Aug. 28, 1928. This 
was making progress with a venge- 
_ance. The next move was to locate 
Dr. Henry Colin Campbell, and” this 
proved to be much more difficult than 
anything which had preceded it. None 
of the known physicians of that name 
could possibly be connected with the 
horrible crime. In the course of the 
inquiry a Dr. Henry Colin Close was 
located at Elizabeth, N. J. He was 
highly esteemed and had a wife und 
children. The similarity in the names 
sent the detectives scurrying back to 
Washington. There one of the friends 
of the dead woman identified him as 
the man who had been courting Mrs. 
Mowry. She added that he told the 
deceased he was going to take her’ to 
a $25,000 home in New Jersey after 
they were married. 

The logical move then was a search 
of the house of the suspect. In the 
cellar and the furnace they found a 
curling iron, a powder box, 2 vanity 
case, the remains of a wrist watch and 
a suitcase belonging to the dead wo- 


man. 

CONFESSED AT SCENE OF CRIME 
_ Close was away from home at the 
time, but upon his return he was 
taken into custody and formally 
charged with the murder of the widow 
he had married for her money, The 
evidence against him was most con- 
vincing, but to make assurance doubly 
sure he was compelled to go to the 
scene of the murder. He protested, 
but to no avail. He had to go through 
the ordeal. When he reached the spot 
his face was as white as chalk and 

his knees trembled. . 
“J killed herl” he whispered in a8 
voice. that could scarcely -be heard. 
In his confession he admitted that 
he had done it for money. But the 
thought of two living wives distracted 
e resolved to kill the sec-

killed her. 


it with gasoline, set it on fire with a 
match. After seeing the flames con- 
sume part of the corpse he drove 
away to his Elizabeth home to meet 
his innocent wife and_ children. 

On April 7, 1930, Dr. Henry Colin 
Close, with his eyes closed and sup- 
ported by two guards, was led to the 
electric chair in Trenton, where he 
paid with his life for the gruesome 
“torch murder.”
